TO NATIONAL REVENUE | 54 


Spend More Public Money In the West 
as Direct Assistance to 
Agriculture 


“Country Life in Canada,” a farn 
journal published in Winnipeg, bas 
an interesting article in its Qetober 
issue dealing with the portion of the 
national revenue that is paid by the 
Western farmers. It makes an ofig- 
inal suggestion to the effect that the 
Western Farmers’ contribution to the 
National Exchequer should be applied 
to expenditures for his direct benefit. 
The article in part is as follows:— 

“During the past few years numer- 
ous estimates have been made as to 
the amount of the duties paid by 
Western farmers on their agricultural 
implements, clothing, house furnish- 
ings, food and other necessities. 
While the Western Farmers’ contri- 
bution to the country’s revenue is not 
as large as some of the statements 
compiled would lead us to believe, 
nevertheless it totals up well in a 
year. The Western farmer does not 
object to paying his share of the 
country’s revenue on the goods he 
imports from foreign countries. He 
has been taught to believe, however, 
by certain periodicals and organiza- 
tions, that when he buys goods made 
in his own country he is contributing 
the same portion of the value to the 
coffers of the manufacturer as he 
would to the Government if he bought 
imported articles. Hence, the demand 
that the Government cancel or reduce 
the duty on the articles he buys. If 
this request is granted it is argued 
that the Western farmer wili save the 
full amount of the reduction in duty. 
That is to say, if he has been paying 
$100 for an article on which the duty 
is 20 per cent. and if the duty is 
wiped out he will only pay $80 and 
be $20 richer. This simple arithme- 
tical deduction implies a cupreme con- 
fidence in the disinterestedness, not 
to say philanthropy of the man from 
whom the farmer buys. Human na- 
ture cannot be changed as easily as 
the tariff, and it is not likely that the 
manufacturer, whether of the Can- 
adian made or of the foreign article, 
his agent or dealer, or the merchant 
over whose counter his goods are 
sold, will voluntarily eurrender all or 
part of the reduction to the farmer. 
In fact this attempt at reducing the 
cost of living for the Western farmer 
would likely produce only a temporary 
change in the distribution of 
amount of the reduction, and whether 
the farmer would gain anything by 
it at all would depend altogether on 
the conditions of competition in the 
home market. 

Without commenting further on this 
pet theory of the free trader, inquiry 
might be made as to whether the 
money the farmer has now paid to 
the Government could not Le used to 
his own advantage in the West. Last 
year Canada imported about $7,000,000 
worth of agricultural implements on 
which the duty paid would be ap- 
proximately $1,260,000. Why not 
mark this million and a quarter as 
{t is received at Ottawa and set it 
aside for use in the West among 
Westerners. If to the agricultural im- 
plement duties were added the re- 
ceipts from the’ farmers’ imports of 
clothes, boots and shoes, hats, car- 
pets, furniture, hardware, automobiles, 
etc, we would have a sum which 
would bulk large in the country’s 
revenue. If expended wisely, under 
the direction of agricultural experts 
in the employ of the Dominion or 
Provincial Governments, this money 
would go a long way in furthering 
mixed farming development in the 
West.

brought more within the reach of the 
individual farmer. The government 
might even go as far as the C.P.R. 
and sell ready-made farms to ex- 
perienced new comers at a low rate 
of interest. The adoption of the plan 
would be 0: immediate practical 
benefit to the people af the West 
whether on the farms or in the 
towns. It would not injure the Can 
adian manufacturer and his thou 
sands of workmen, particularly ip 
those lines on which the farmer has 
centred his demands for tariff reduc 
tion, who do not know what a duy 
is going to bring forth in the shape 
of tariff changes involving reorgan- 
ization,

Keoma Ratepayers |

The annual meeting of the rate- 
payers of Keoma Rural Municipal- 
ity was held on Monday evening of 
last week at the Municipality office. 
The ratepayers were not present in 
large numbers, but those present 
took an active interest in the record 
of the year’s work and had not much 
fault to find with the work of the 
Council. The Councillors present 
were Reeve Thomson, and Messrs 
Henry Sorensen and A. McLean. 

THE SCHOOL PROBLEM 

Considerable discussion was 
devoted to the schovl problem 
within the Municipality, and it was 
stated that of five rural schools that 
had been established within the 
district, only one was open, this 
being due to the large proportion of 
exempted land, owned by or revert- 
ed back to the C.P.R_ which made 


it impossible to raise sufficient 
revenue to supply educational 
wants. An unanimous resolution 


was passed calling upon the Do- 
minion Government to pay taxes on 
lands exempted under the charter 
given by them to the C.P.R., as 
the meeting found it an injustice 
that certain districts alone had to 
bear the burden of the preferences 
which the Government had given 
the railway company tor the benefit 
of the Dominion at large, 


CONSOLIDATING THE 
SCHOOLS 


A proposal to consolidate the 
schools in the district, together 
with one to have the school build- 
ings moved so that they would be 
together, was taken up, but it was 
felt that nothing could be done un- 
til the tax exemption question was 
settled one way or another, and the 
school districts enlarged. 

A resolution was passed unanim- 
ously calling upon the Provincial 
Government to forthwith enlarge 
the school districts, so as to allow 
them to comniand a larger revenue, 
and mere reasonable rate of taxa- 
tion to the ratepayers. 

At the close of the meeting the 
ratepayers present thanked the 
members of the Council for their 
efforts during the past year.
